of the British Antarctio ship Discov-
ery, says It has been proven conclus-
Ively that the greater part of ithe Ant-
arotie region Is a vast one.
Captala Scott, the commander of the
Discovery, penetrated 100 miles furth-
er south than any other previous ex-
plorer, and discovered an extensive
mountainous reglon, hitherto absolute-
Iy unknown, extending to $130 south.
He thinks this Indicates that the land
stretohes to the pole In a series of vory
lofty  mountains, which Is consldered
fo be far the most Important geograhs
ia resull ever achieved n Antarctic ex-
ploration.
